The Right Hon. W. L. Mackenzie 
King, leader of the Liberal party in 
Canada, held a rousing meeting in 
Angus Theatre Tuesday afternoon, in 
the interests of S. G. Tobin, the can- 
didate in this constituency. Mr, King 


was supported on the platform by 
Hon. Chas. Stewart, former minister 
of the Interior, and Mr. Tobin, H. J. 
Montgomery was chairman. 

Mr. Tobin, who was the first speak- 
er, reviewed some of the work of the 
last session, and explained some of 
the issues that were before the house. 

Former Minister of Interior Speaks 

Hon. Chas. Stewart followed, and 
paid the highest tribute to Mr. Tobin 
as a worker for the Wetaskiwin con- 
stituency. He was anxious to have 
him returned, as he was a very valu- 
able and zealous member. There was 
a saying throughout the province that 
there was no difference between the 
two old line parties. As a student of 
federal politics for the past forty 
years he knew there was a vast dif- 
ference, and there had been for de- 
cades. Mr. Meighen and his follow- 
ers advocated a high tariff, or, as he 
termed it now, a tariff for adequate 
protection. This would have the ef- 
fect of shutting out competition in 
Canada. But the Liberals favor a 
low tariff and are striving to secure 
outside markets for our products. 
While the Liberals were in power they 
worked, with some success, towards 
tax reduction, and had brought back 
the penny postage, the reduction of 
the income tax, the abolition of the 
tax on receipts, etc., which bring di- 
rect benefits to the people of this 
country. Speaking of ‘the automobile 
indugtiy,.tha_ars-— naland ab the tise 
the legislation was before the house 
was that the industries would be ruin- 
ed and would have to close down. 
Since the reduction in the cost of 
automobiles, the factories are being 
enlarged and the output is greater 
than ever. In Brantford, Smith's 
Falls and Toronto, the farm machin- 
ery plants are working overtime, and 
they are all prosperous. This con- 
dition has been brought about by the 
Liberal policy of the past four years. 

Mr, Meighen-has stated that if he is 
returned with a majority, he will re- 
impose the tax on machinery, ‘which 
would, of course, increase the price 
to the buyer. He has already put 
practically an embargo on fruit com- 
ing into this country and the con- 
sumers will have to pay dearly for 
this order in council. Mr. Stewart 
also referred to the prosperity of 
Canada as evidenced by the return of 
the Canadian dollar to par; the change 
in the trade balance; the railway 
traffic on the Canadian National has 
changed during the past four years 
from a big deficit to the present con- 
dition with an improved system, and 
the railway handed back over $30,- 
000,000 to the government this year. 
These conditions were not brought 
about by chance, but by the policy of 
Mr. King and his colleagues. 

During four years in office the last 
government had lifted from the shoul- 
ders of the people $114,000,000 of tax- 
ation, The government’s reductions 
of taxation upon farm machinery and 
automobiles both had been bitterly op- 
posed by Arthur Meighen and his 
followers. At the same time, trade 
treaties with sister dominions which 
had enlarged foreign markets had 
been attacked by the Tories. These 
treaties had helped to bring Canada's 
magnificient trade balance of $400,- 
000,000. 

The oldest protectionist principle, 
still being preached by Mr. Meighen, 
was vicious in application serving on- 
ly a few at the expense of many.

Mr. King prefaced his remarks by 
referring to the loyal support he had 
received from Mr. Tobin, and he 
thanked the electors of this constitu- 
ency for sending him as their member 
to Ottawa. The support of the Pro- 
gressives was very uncertain, and the 
government wanted men in parlia- 
ment like Mr. Tobin, who could be 
depended upon, Mr, King spoke of 
the great loss to Canada and to the 
west in particular by the death of 
the late Dr. Michael Clarke, and he

itself, the rights, the dignities and 
the existence of parliament have been 
challenged by the present prime min- 
ister in a manner that Surpasses all 
belief,” 

Mr. King dealt exhaustively with 
the customs probe. The so-called 
Stevens vote of censure, he said, was 
purely political propaganda on the 
part of the Vancouver member, and 
the alleged charges arose out of the 
evidence adduced in the committee 
and were based on the reports of In- 
spctor Duncan, who had been put to 
work by the late Hon. Mr. Boivin in 
order to clear up the situation they 
had been told existed in the port of 
Montreal, 

Not only had the government taken 
Prompt action to meet the demands 
of the Commercial Protective associa- 
tion, but it had placed men and money 
at the disposal of the association and 
had allowed the officials of the organ: 
ization to draft their own law making 
it a criminal offence to smuggle goods 


into Canada instead of a punishment 
by fine, 

“T myself fought for that bill to be 
made part of the laws of Canada, and 
although it was met with opposition 
from the Conservatives and was 
amended by the senate, it stands on 
the statute books today,” Mr, King 
said, 

“Following the charges the commit: 
tee of the house was named to make 
a further investigation, and after 
hearing all the evidence that commit- 
tee brought in a report signed by ev- 
ery member of the committee and not 
one line of that report reflected up- 
on the government of which I had 
the honor to be the head. The name 
of Hon. George Boivin was not even 
mentioned. There was no charge 
whatever against him, and I ask you 
if anything had been brought out if 
it was not the duty of this committee, 
made up of Progressives, Conserva- 
tives, Liberals, Labor and Independ- 
ents, to have brought it out in their 
report, and if not unanimous to have 
brought in a minority report, But 
there was not even a minority report 
brought in, Tho jury were satisfied.”

Seed Selection 


By the Farmer 


The term “seed selection” necessar- 
ily includes a choice of variety as well 
as the selection of seed of that var- 
iety. Every farmer should ask him- 
self these two questions: Am I grow- 
ing the best variety? Am I using the 
best possible seed of that variety? 

Some yarieties are more suitable 
for certain districts than others; will 
return greater yields; will produce a 
quality of crop which will demand a 
better market; or will be more suit- | 
able for feeding requirements. It pays’ 
to solicit the advice of the nearest! 
experimental station, agricultural coi-: 
lege or agricultural agent regarding | 
the varieties which are likely to give | 
best results and then to test out a few 
of these beside the old sort. 

Once a really desirable variety has 
been located the next important ques- 
tion to settle is how to obtain and 
maintain a supply of good seed of 
that variety. It is safe to use only 
pure seed of high vitality, plump and 
uniform in quality, free from disease 
and well matured. 

When a change of seed is neces- 
sary it should be obtained from the 
best source available. Registered 
seed should be secured if at all possi- 
ble as this is the highest grade of 
seed recognized commercially. If it 
is desired to improve a variety, a sim- 
ple method is to go through the field | 
at harvest time and select a large 
number. of :heads*‘from plants which 
are strong, vigorous, free from dis- 
ease and uniform in type. It.is very 
important that the selection of iden- 
tical heads be observed or the result- 
ing crop may not be uniform, These 
heads may be threshed in a bag, using 
a round stick, and the seed carefully 
cleaned and graded with a fanning 
mill. The seed should be sown in a 
special plot of about one-quarter of 
an acre on clean land to increase the 
supply. It has been demonstrated 
many times that seed produced by 
this method, with careful and effi- 
cient use of a good fanning mill, may 
pay for the trouble many times over, |

Declaration of Principles 
Adopted by the U.F.A. at 


Their Annual Convention 


— 


Full ownership of the Edmonton, 
Dunvegan and Central Canada rail- 
ways now rests with the Alberta gov- 
ernment, which will proceed to deal 
with other interests for thefr future 
operation, or, as an alternative, will 
operate them as a public enterprise. 
The ownership rights have been se- 
cured in consideration of $1,275,000, 
which has been paid over to the Royal 
Bank in final settlement of its claim 
of $2,400,000 and accrued _ interest. 
Complete control of both railway lines 
thus passes to the province. 

A further step in clearing up the 
northern railway situation has been 
taken, it is announced by the govern- 
ment, by giving notice to the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway company of the 
government’s intention to terminate 
the existing agreement under which 
the C.P.R, is operating the freight 
and passenger service on both lines. 
This has been done in a letter from 
Premier Brownlee to President Beat- 
ty, which was thé subject of discus- 
sion between the Premier and D. C. 
Coleman, vice president of the C.P.R. 
a few days ago. 

Premier Brownlee has also declined 
tha last offer of the C.P.R., which 
proposed a renewal of the agreement 
on somewhat different terms. No 
new offer has yet been received, and 
it is not known at the government of- 
fices whether any further offer will 
come from the C.P.R. or not.

WHEAT PRICES TO 
LIKELY BE GOOD 


Though indications are that Alber- 
ta’s wheat crop will be around that 
of last year, the Canadian crop will 
be possibly over 60,000,000 bushels 
short of last year, according to a 
Dominion government estimate, which 
places the yield for all Canada at 348, 
626,000 bushels, against the 411,376,- 
000 bushels raised last year. 

Alberta’s wheat acreage this year 
was estimated by the government to 
be 6,125,000 acres, and our average 
crop for the past nine-year period was 
15.5 bushels on spring and fall wheat. 
If the average crop is taken as a 
basis, it would make our crop over 
97,000,000 bushels. 

Canada has a larger area in wheat 
than last year, and so has the United 
States, and there is encouragement 
on this account, as the government in- 
formation shows there is a reduction 
in the total crop of 18 of the wheat 
producing countries amounting to 24,- 
009,000 bushels, This means a strong 
demand for all wheat tliat will be har- 
vested. 

The government report in dealing 
with the condition in other coun- 
tries says: 

“It does not appear likely that Rus- 
sia will figure largely as a wheat

THE 


RITES FOR RALPH A. WESTON 


Rites for Ralph Albert Weston were 
held yesterday morning at 11 o’clock 
trom the home of his sister, Miss 
Elizabeth Weston, 904 North Eleventh 
street, conducted by Rev. Ross Mc- 
Cown, pastor of the First Presbyter- 
fan church. <A large number of old 
friends of the deceased gathered there 
to pay tribute to his memory.

EB. Drummond and Dr. C. S. Curry. 

Ralph Albert Weston was born in 
Beatrice, August 18 1861. He pass- 
ed away at Millet, Alberta, Canada, on 
July 26. He was the son of Jefferson 
Burns Weston and Helen Towle Wes- 
ton, Beatrice pioneers, and was born 
in the old Towle cabin, which was the 
first house built on the present town- 
site of Beatrice. He graduated from 
the University of Nebraska in 1881, 
and afterward went into the farm 
loan business at Ulysses, Nebraska. 

When the Burlington railroad was 
building westward into Wyoming, he 
represented the Lincoln Land com- 
pany, and during these years, lived 
at Allianee, Nebraska, where he home- 
steaded land which part of the town 
of Alliance now occupies. Later he 
moved to New Castle, Wyo., where 
he was employed with Kilpatrick Bro- 
thers and Collins. In 1895 he return- 
ed to Beatrice. He was associated 
with his brother, H. T. Weston, in the 
Nebraska Corn Produce company, and 
in the fall of 1918 he and his brother 
purchased the Kimball laundry, He 
continued his residence in Beatrice 
until 1915, when he moved with his 
family to Millet, Alberta. 

In 18838 Ralph Weston and Melvine 
Waldo were united in marriage at her 
home in Scotland, Conn. To _ this 
marriage were born six children. 
Those surviving are Mrs. Edward M. 
Furlong, of Millet, Alberta; John W. 
Weston, of Eureka, California; Mrs. 
George W. Simmons, of Los Angeles, 
California; and Dr. Daniel T. Weston 
of Bay City, Mich. He leaves also his 
sister, Mlizabeth L. Weston, and his 
brother, H. T. Weston, both of Bea- 


trice. Mrs, Weston passed away in 
1921. 
For years prior to his death Mr. 


Weston was an invalid. When his ill- 
ness was first recognized, and he 
realized that he could never recover, 
he thought it best that he retire to 
a farm in Alberta, where his health 
would be less of a handicap to him, 
and where he would be in a better 
position to oversee investments he 
had made in Canadian land. There 
he passed his later years, and up to 
four weeks before his death employ- 
ed himself in actively directing the 
operation of his farm, which adjoined 
the village of Millet, 

His tolerant philosophy of life, his 
kindly humor and his never faltering 
fortitude under the calamity of — his 
failing health endeared him to all. He 
was the most companionable of men 
and he leaves behind him a_ great 
number who mourn his loss as_ sin- 
cerely as they valued his friendship.— 
Beatrice Daily Sun.
